There is every treason to believe that 
the quick response of Nicholas to the

and never for the sake of the Germans 

Wersaw wes all but lost in October, 
1914, because there were no defenses 
there, and the original plan seenis to 
have been to abandon the queen city of 
Poland, but again at the eleventh hour 
thé imperial commander kicked over all 
of the well laid plans of somebody elsé 
by throwing an army into Warsaw and 
checking the Gérmatis ‘on the Bsura 
line in November, where they sat in the 
miid for ten dreary months striving in 
vain to break through the - hurriedly 
planned Russian defenses. At this time 
there seems to have been a very f 
pretense of confidence betweén the 
general staff and the minister of war. 


No Confidence Shown. 

I learned through a certain excellent 
November that six corps 
were coming for the defense of War- 
saw. A friend of mine a few days later 
asked Sukomlinov if it was true that 
these troops were coming to Warsaw, 
to which the minister of war replied

There is 
no question that the Germans both in 
Berlin and in: Petrograd were sure that 
the Russian army would be captured or 
annihilated during the retreat, and dur- 
ing those anxious days there were many 
in Petrograd who shed crocodile tears. 

But the impossible wae achieved and 
the army made its escape from Warsaw 
and Vilna. The moral loss, however,

sented. .

The revolution in Mexico began in 
Somora. Nearly eight years ago there 
was an outbreak in Cananea, resulting 
in the loss of some lives and the de- 
Struction of a great deal of property. 
Gen. Kosteriftzky, a commander of ru- 
rales under Diaz, suppressed this incipi- 
ent revolt. This small cloud was a por- 
tender of the storm which, organized 
in the adjoining state of Chihuahua, 
swept Diaz out of power. 

‘When Carranza contemplated revolt- 
ing against Huerta he went from his 
own state of Coahuila into Sonora. 

WNevertheleas, Sonora has been more 

peaceful and prosperous during the 
last five years than has any other state 
in Mexico. This is in great part the 
result of the wise and powerful control 
exercised by Cailles.

veloped in Mexico. Sonora is rolling in 
money. These are flush times with its 
population. The people of Cananea 
bought 125 automobiles in January. 

Men who six years ago were walking 
barefooted and riding burros are now 
indulging in automobiles. When night 
comes tunes from phonographs sound 
from shacks and houses. Families which 
Six years ago were living on frijoles 
aad tortillas now have meat to eat, 

' gtoves to cook on, sewing machines, up 
' to date clothes, automobiles, and music. 


“Land and Schools,” Slogan. 
‘The improvements in the standards of 
individuals living are matched by the 
elevation of ideas of government. The 
slogan is “ land and schools.” 

In former times every Mexican town 
owned a nearby tract of communal 
‘Tamd. On these lands each citizen was 
privileged to graze his cow or his burro 
and to raise a few beans. In the course 
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of time these lands had been lost to the 
cities, having been appropriated to pri- 
vate use in one way or another. 

Under the present form of government 
they again have been set aside as com- 
munal lands. In some instances towns 
which had never had communal lands 
‘have seized private property and set it 
aside for the community. 

The last haif of the slogan, “ lands 
and schools,”’ also is being put in opera- 
tion. Nearly all of the children of less 
than 12 years of age are in school, and 
-one hears that compulsory education is 
to go into effect in 1918. The supply of 
school books and pupils exceeds the sup- 
ply of teachers. General education has 
come so suddenly that it finds a dearth 
of trained and even of qualified teachers, 


Operates Eight Hour Day. 
Sonora has not stopped with such 
manifestations of socialism as general 
education—with a promise of compul- 
sory education—and communal lands. 
It is operating the eight hour day, the 
forty-eight hour week, the one rest day 
in seven system. .

Religious Customs Vanish. 
To my mind the most interesting de- 
velopment of the last six years has been 
the complete abolishment of religion. 

There are no priests to confess the 
dying. I asked as to that and was told 
that some of the old peon women wanted 
opportunities to confess before they 
died, but that was the exception. 

I asked about burying the dead. They 
are buried without ceremony of any 
sort and the people seem satisfied. I 
asked about masses and other Sunday 
services. I was told that Sunday is like 
any other day. The old churchgoing 
custom merely lapsed without any sort 
of disarrangement of the other customs 


As an offset they have prohibition. In 
Sonora there is no pulque, no tequila, 
no drink of any sort, and no saloons. 
Fight years ago drunken men could be 
seen lying on the streets and often a 
mounted policeman would be seen drag- 
ging a drunken.man through the streets, 
using for the purpose a leathern thong 
fastened around the wrist. Now one 
sees no drunkenness, 

On account of the uncertainties of 
threatened wars and ever present and 
ever changing revolutions, no Man can 
tell what the future holds. It is re- 
called that at the time of the constitu- 
tionalist convention, at which Carranza 
and Villa split, one faction was for seiz- 
ing all the property of the owning 
classes and dividing it. The other fac- 
tion was for gradual extinction of the 
present ownership through increased 
burdens on property, with a final taking 
over of the properties with a view to 
government ownership and operation or 
redivision.

However, the life of Sonora today is 
even more colored by another impulse. 

Somewhere some- 
body has read the tenets of socialism 
and attempted to adapt them to Mexican 
conditions, 7 

Whatever the method by which it was 
brought about, socialism is on trial’‘in 
Mexico. It is altogether improbable 
that a people with a new impulse, with- 
out qualifying precedent and with no 
inherent capacity for organization, 
should carry an experiment in socialism 
to a successful conclusion. | 

I had some contact with other portions 
of Mexico. The other states have not 
been as fortunate as Sonora. They 
have been overrun by revolutionists. 
Their property has been destroyed. 
Their railroads are not in operation, and 
there are no markets for their products. 
They are wretchedly poor.. Their rags 
contrast with the smart clothes of the 
inhabitants of Sonora. To them the 
new constitution is a jumble of empty 
words. | 

Emigrants Carry Disease to U. 8.
